They have substituted for submission to the
will of the people, which in former times con-
stituted the fundamental creed of the party,
n dogged determination to cling to exploded
flogmas and obsolete notions, in spite offa
succession of solemn and irreversible con-
demnations by immenss majorities and by
Oongressional, executive, and judicial antho-

ritiea, In spite of the anxiety of the nation to |

enjoy the blessings of peace, thoy propose to
fight over again the stormy political bat-
tles of the Iast five years; to set auide
the recomstruction measures; to creats new
doubts about the sacredness of the public
debt; to abolish protection, and go back to
freo trade; to ingist upon the relention of
pasts distinotions in the regulation of the
plective franchise; and to maintain all the old
facilities for frand in the precipitale natural-
ization of nowly-arrived emigrants. Sucha
deelaration of principles is an insult to the
intelligance of the voters who ave invoked to
pupport it, not only because it demands that
bhey shall stultify themselves by approving in
1870 what they have condemned over and
over again, but because it secks the endorse-
ment of measures as impracticable as they
are unwise and unjust. Its ruling idea is
that the whole country must be turned up-
pide down for the purpose of maintaining the
consistency of a beaten party, and convert-
ing stupid leaders info apparent wiseacres.
All thatis practieal in it is mischievons, and
pll that is abstract is absurd. It displays
no comprehension of the live issues of the
day, or sympathy with the active and big
world which exists outside of the fowtid circle
of Nasby politicians. It proposes to do
nothing which will benefit a single human
being, while it reeks with anxiety to open a
Pandora’s box of evils. It promises no mors
praoctical relief from any existing trouble or
difficulty than could be extracted from the
mummery of an Indian medicine-man, and it
proves the unfitness of its authors for power
by showing their determination to ignore
alike the wishes and the interests of those
from whom they are vainly seeking a reveraal
of patriotic verdicts.

CORPORATION TAXES.

Tux yearly revenue of Pennsylvania in ronund
numbers amounnts to five million dollars. ©Of
this sum more than three millions are raised
from the varions eorporations doing business
in the State, principally by the taxes on their
oapital stock, inoome, gross receipts, and ton.
nage. This system, by which the load of
taxation is taken from the backs of the pao.
plo and put on the broad shoulders of the
monopolists of the Commonweslth, is the ve-
sult of the fixed polioy of the Republican
party in this State. For instance, the Demo-
eratio State administrations raised nearly one
million and a half per, annum by a direct fax
on real estate, In 1866 this was lifted from
the people, and a new tax on the gross re-
peipts of transpertation companies imposed,

The revenue derived from this source,
together with that srising from the gradaal
increase in the amount reanlized by the State
from other corporation taxes, has more than
made up what was remitted to the people by
the abolition of the tax on roal estate. These
transportation companies have ‘‘constiln-
konal sernples” on the subject of the pay-

ment of the taxes on tonnage and gross ro- |

peipts, and over since they were respactively
imposed—1864 and 1836GG—appeals have besn
laken by the companies from tho taxation as
fixed by the Auditor-General and State 'I'rea.

Railrond—naarly two hundred thonaand dol-
lars of disputed tonnage and gross teosipls
tax. This will give some idam of the amount
due from all the warioun companiss sines the
tax was firal impossd. The ground assumed
by them is that a tax imposed on tonnage or
on the gross raceipts derived thersfrom is, in
effsot, a tax on the eonsiguoees; and that whors
these parties are residents of another State
the bax is void as a duly oa imporla or ex-
ports, ora tonnages duty, and is aregulation of
commeros between the Btates, whioch, it is
contendsd by them, can only ba donas by
Congress. The Commonwealth’s officers
answerod thess objections by saying,
in n test case—Comfonwealth va, Philadal.
phin and Reading Railroad Company-—that
the tax in question is neither a regulation of
eommerce, nor an impost or duty on imports
or exports, nor ia it a duty on tonnage, within
the meaning of the Constitution of the United
States, but it is simply o tax on the profita of
the company arising from their entire freight
business, without diseriminating betwean that
both received and deliverad within the State,
and that transported without the State by
other companies, after this company had
both received and deliverad the same within
the State; and that, even assuming this act to
be, in gome mensure, a regulation of com-
waree, yet it in local in its oporations, and
inasmnch as Congress has not exercised its
power in the premises, and has enacted no
law with which this act conflicts, the same is
constitutional. Fuarther, that the company's
road was not a highway of natura, but an
artificinl one, and the State might have re-
fused Lo allow the same to oross its territory.
Huving permittad it to be built, itsa power of
taxation over it is unlimitad, exoopt ao far as
controlled by the terms of her grant to the
company.

The court below decided in favor of the
corporations and against Lthe BState, on the
ground sssumed, that the tax was really paid
by the consignees of the goods transported.
It was congidered that if a small tax could be
imposed, so might a large one; and if the
power was congeded to the State at all, no
limit could be pnt upon its exercise, and the
Btate might then support itself at the ex-
pease of ils neighbors by a tax which wonld
in effect discriminate against non-residents,

| One of the main objects in forming a Fedaral
being to prevent the States,

Government
legislating to the disadvantage of their neigh-
bors and harassing commerce, it was decidad
that pablic policy required that the States
should be denied a power the abuses of which
would produce this result.

In this particular case it way desided that
conl mined in Schuylkill county, and thence
transported to this city by the Reading Rail-
road—althowglh it was both taken up and de-
livered within the State —was not liable to
the tonnage tax, becanss il was consigned to
dealers in New York. The Suprems Court,
while paying a merited compliment to the
great learning and ability displayed in the
opinion delivered in the Court below (Paar-
son, P, J.), wisely declined settling a delicate
question of public policy by judicial action,
and observed that ‘‘a case of simple doubt
shonld be resolved favorably to the State lnw,
leaving the correction of the error, if it be
one, to the Federal judiciary.” They decidad
these corporations and their works to be the
creatures of the State, and subject to her will,
Donbtless these cases will finally be disposed
of in the Supreme Court ot the United States.
They illustrate what mightbe called the ‘‘con-
stitutional complaint” of all great corpora-
tions and moneyed institutions, that of ob-
taining their franchises from the Common-
wealth as an asot of grace, aad then, when
become wealthy through the monopoly thus
bestowed on them, on the flimsiest protexts
endeavoring to deprive the State of ils
revende, which must be collected either from
them or from {he people. The idea
of a corporation declining to pay
a tax becauss it is against ‘‘public policy”
is as dangerous as it is novel, ns it puts the
company in the light of an agent protecting
the consignee in another State. The true
solution of the question of public policy as
connected with the tonnage tax is this:-—At
present, being small and imposed on all ton-
nage, and there bheing no diserimination
against our Ohio and New York neighbors, it
is in no sense a regulation of commaerce or n
tax on imports or exports, bhut is merely n tax
on the companies, regulated by the amount of
their business, 1If, however, the State is ever
foolish enough to disoriminate in favor of
local and against inter-Btate transportation,
and thus show a design to either impeds com-
merce or make ont neighbors support our
Btate government, thon the proper romady
is for Congress to interfere, nuder its power
““to regulate commerce betwesn the Slates,”
and prevent such unfair diserimination, It is
a very nice point to deaw the line in a ocase
of this kind between n tax on tonnsge which
is & fair tax on the business of n company,
and one which amounts to an attempt to ‘in.
terfere with commercs between the Stales,
and to tax New York and Ohio for our benasfif,
As this is o question of dollars and conts, it is
impossible for a cotrt of law to fix any arbi-

It seems to be well understood that a strong
combination has been formed to make n
ravaging raid upon the State Treasury, under
the pretenseof obtaining relief for the rich
farmers of the border counties of Pennsyl-
vania who, five or six years ago, had a fow
hogs, sheeps, cows, or fence rails captured by
the Hebels. A large portion of any mouey
voted for this purpose will inevitably go into
the pookets of the lebbyists or middlemen
who not as agents in pressing thess claims, if
not into the possession of the members who
sanction them, If all the losses of the war

are o be counted up and paid for
upon the system on which thess bills
are made ont, the trensurios  of

the world could not defray them, and the
American people would be doomaed to hopeless
and perpetual poverty in a wvain effort to
satisfy the insatiable leeches that would be
fastened upon them., We hope that every
legislator will, in merey to the body of the
people, resist the threatened mnew extortion,
If they have any money to spare let thewm de-
vote it to the reduction of the State debt, to
the increase of the appropriation to common
schools, or distribute it among the counties
which are overtaxed for the bounty funds
assumed by many other Commonwealths.

Tnr Sraxisy ministerial crisis has termi-
nated by Rivero, President of the Uortes, ac-
cepting the Ministry of the Interior, Admiral
Topete that of Marine, and Hagosta that of
State.
